The scenery is magnificent. The Cale- 
donian canal. again stretches fat down 

the valley. Over yonder is Torveau, a 
hill similar. to omnahurich. Further 

to the North is the same undulating 
country, with rich fields and beautiful, 
woods, Ascending a little, the highest 

point is reached and here again the hand 

of man has been at work. The plateau 

is a veritable flower garden, with Celtic 

crosses and- monuments erected-to the 

memory of some departed friend,, It is 

a beautiful oasis in the midst of the 

wilds of nature... Tomnahurich ceme- 

tery is unrivalled in situatton and scen- , 
ery in the world. - 

The river Ness furnishes some rare 
beauty, spots, like the islands-about—a 
mile above the town. Here the river 
forms a series of wood islands, which 
have been well looked after and fur- 
nished with walks and seats, and con- 
necting bridges. They make a. resort 
much sought after by tourists. 

In the town are many objectsof histor- 
ical association. In the square in front 
of the station standsa magnificent monu- 
ment erected to the memory of the sold- 
iers of the Queen’s own Cameron High- 
landers who fell in the Egyptian war, 
unveiled in 1893. by Cameron of Lochiel.

Here the-bravest. of Scotland’s 
sons laid down their lives in their heroic 
but-futile attempt_to preserve the Stuart 
line. Here the “butcher,’’ Cumberland, 
“the destruction of the Clansmen. Yet 
against fearful ‘odds the 
fought, with such desperation that their 
bodies formed a barricade three or four 
feet deep and the fight was over in an 
hour, A monument In the shape of a 
cairn-has been erected on the battlefield 
with the inscription:

COMFORTS FOR OLD WOMEN, 


Less known—because, although it has 
being doing a splendid work since 1878, 
it published its first annual report only 
within a few months—but not least im- 
portantamong Boston institutions is the 
Burnap Free Home for Aged Women, 
founded by the late Miss Caroline Bur- 
nap, Those who do know of it, how- 
‘ever, and of its saimted founder, are 
enthusiastic in their praise of both. 

Miss Burnap is described as a ‘‘wo- 
men of generous nature, whose sym- 
pathies went out to all in distress, but 
especially to little children and old 
ladies, who were to weak to care for 
themselves.”” Her own childhood was 
very sad. Left motherless at four 
years of age, and at seven placed in 
the care of a famify who had no love 
for her, from that time her life till her 
18th year was dreary and unhappy. 

The solitary condition -of-a-peoor—old 
woman--drew-her-interest-to_that class 
fpers6ns. While at work as a miss- 
jonary in the North End, the thought. 
again and again occured-to her of start- 
ing for them ‘a home of some _ sort. 
Finally a small house tn an obscure 
part-of the North End. was hired, and 
gatheriiig her few possessions together, 
with some house-keeping gifts ~from 
friends, a home was Opened on Anthony 
place in 1878. i : 

This work Miss-Burnap carried to 
the day of her death. She had a hor- 
row of begging, of seeming ‘to approach 
the public for money in any way. She, 
therefore, never isued a report, or au- 
thorized anyone*to solicit money — for

THE CHOP SUEY FAD.

: STRUCK BY EXPRESS. 


While running at a speed of 45 miles, 
the. Portland express dashed into an ae- 
Commodation train. Tuesday night;-con= 
verting One passenger coach into kind- 
ling wood and crippling the engine on 
the express but fortunately causing no 
loss of life and comparatively very little 
damage. Three passengers on the ac- 
commodation were somewhat injured. 

It was nearly eleven. o'clock 
when the Bar Harbor express, which 
left Portland 40 minutes late thundered 
through South Lawrence on its way to 
Boston, where it was due at 11 o'clock. 
The train was.drawn by Engine 287, 
with Engineer ‘Levi Goodwin at the 
throttle and Conductor Roberts’ in 
charge of the train. 

The 9.39 accommodation train: from 
Boston, drawn by Engine 134, Engineer 
c, A, Fall and Conductor Charles O. 
Martin, had just pulled over to North 
Lawrence station and was backing to 
the South Lawrence station in order to 
continue to Haverhill when the acci- 
dent occurred, .The train consisted of 
three Cars, a combination and two or- 
dinary coaches. This. train had also 
been delayed by reason of a ‘coal car 
off the tracks, 

Two of these cars had’ safely passed 
the junction where the spurr track 
joins ‘the main line, when the’ Portland 
train, whirling along at top speed 
crashed into the last car. The points 
where the accident took ptace 1s quite 
near the Salem street bridge. 

The express struck the accommoda- 
tion a glancing blow, sweeping off prac- 
tically.the entire side of the last car 
and grinding it into small fragments. 
The force of the collision threw the 
second car from the iron and oyer 
against a freight train which stood on 
the next track. 

Fortunately there were only three 
people in.the dismantled car, and as far 
as is known they were not severely in- 
jured. The one most seriously injured 
was Brakeman Michael J. Donovan of 
the Haverhill train who was pinned up 
against the end of the car and injured 
about the ‘back. 

Mr. and ‘Mrs. John C. Lane of Ha- 
verhill were in the car which was tip- 
ped dver, and the former was jammed 
about the legs so that he was unable 
to walk but no bones were broken. His 
wife received a severe shock:to her 
nervous system. 5 

Other received cuts and bruises from 
_broken glass.. 

A telephone call for assistance was 
lcoveto-thespoltve station “and Captain 
Sullivan—went tothe scene with” the 
ambulance and patrol wagon.with a 
detail of patrolmen.and several physi- 
cians also answered a summons for aid, 
and it was_almost.a_miracle_that their. 
Sérvices Were not needed. ane 

Agent Stone was quickly on the spot 
and soon had a wrecking crew_at-work 
cleaning the tracks. Engine 287 of the 
Portland train was considerably dam- 
aged, the whole outer covering of the 
boiler being ripped off, and it was taken 
directly to South Lawrence repair shop, 
Another engine was procured and. the 


train left for Boston about 12.30 o'clock} 


this morning, After procuring.another 
car the Haverhill train also proceeded 
on its way. 

Had the Portland train struck the 
accommodation a. moment sooner 
large loss of life wuld have been inev!- 
table,.rhe—-Bar-> Harbor=-trait--was 
crowded, and. the forward cars of the 
accommodation train were comfortably 
filled. The cause of the accident is as 
yet unknown. ‘ 

The Bar Harbor train is one of the 
finest run bs the Boston & Maine. 
Drawn.by.one.of-the-mest-powerfutlen= 
gines owned ‘by the road, it makes the 
trip from Bar Harbor to Boston with 
but one stop, at Portland. Few but the 
very wealthy are its patrons. 

On the express the shock was so great 
as to hurl passengers from their seats. 
Here, too, it was stated that no one was 
hurt beyond being shaken up more or 
less today. That they were not is due 
to the fact that the train is a solid ves- 
tibule Pullman. An ordinary train 
would have telescoped, so great was the 
force of the shock.

MUNICIPAL SPENDTHRIFTS. 


At a conference between Mayor Leon- 
ard and the members of the board of 
aldermen, held Monday in the mayor's 
office,._before..the aldermanic’~ meeting 
was called, a startling announcement 
in regard to the financial condition of 
the various city departments was made 
by Mayor Leonard who submitted a 
statement furnished by City Auditor 
Shea as to the condition of the gdepart- 
ments on Sept. 1. The statement show- 
ed that there are ten overdrafts al- 
ready, and that the appropriations of 
many other departments are almost ex- 
hausted; It was explained that in some 
instances receipts to come in later 
would somewhat offset the heavy ex- 
penditure, but that the only way to 
prevent big overdrafts was to shut 
down departments which have already 
overdrawn and others as soon as the 
money is gone. - 

At the mayor’s suggestion an order 
instructing certain heads of depart- 
“to stop work until further notice 
was adopted at the meeting. - This or- 
der will go before the common council 
next week, 

According..to City Auditor Shea's 
statement the appropriations in the fol- 
lowing departments were overdrawn on 
Sept. 1: Bridge, $1299.04; cemetery, $974.- 
16; fire alarm, $654.83; Union street 
bridge interest, $2600; military, $382.96, 
public property, $16,216.75; school, $59,-

GATES HELD FOR THE GRAND

He then 
told Berry to get up and the boy said 
he could not as his leg was sprained, 
and the ‘teacher went out and got some 
water and bathed the leg. Two hours 
afterward Mr. Gates called in Mr. 
Knowlton and suggested sending for 
a doctor which was done. ; 

Mr. Gates testified that he did not 
throw the boy down and never re- 
leased his hold of him. ‘Mr, Gates de- 
nied that he struck the hoy, but said 
that in placing him on the floor he lost 
his balance and landed his weight on 
him. ‘He ‘id not know that the boy’s 
leg was broken when he complained 
about not being: able to get up. Mr. 
Gates testofied that Berry was obsti- 
nate and sulky by nature. There was 
no other evidence offered. Mr, Gates 
was held in $500 for the grand jury.

Much. interest was manifested at a 
hearing held Tuesday by the county 
commissioners at the dawrence 
Superior: court house in the project of 
building a new highway from Lowell'to 
Lawrence on the south side of the Mer- 
rimack river. Many citizens of Lowell, 
Andover and Lawrence endorsed the 
movement and there was. no remon- 
strance. r 

The commissionets were asked to be 
careful in apportioning the expense of 
building the road, because of the fact 
that, while the road will run. througn 
West Andover, it is admitted that. the 
benefit to Lawrence and Lowell will be 
greater than the benefit to Andover. Iti 
was the claim of ndover citizens, 
therefore, that Ando¥er'’s share of the 
cost should be considerably reduced. by 
assessments upon the other cities and 
towns to be benefited. 

It was brought out that if ‘the road 
is constructed the Boston & Northern 
street railway company will undoubted- 
ly build a new line and share the ex- 
pense of the building of the highway. 
It was also suggested that it would 
be the only, feasible route for a state 
highway and the state highway com- 
mission might. be induced to contribute 
‘towards the cost. 

Chairman Bishop opened the hearing 
at 9.25; by reading the petition § re- 
questing a new highway between. Law- 
rence and Lowell, signed by many resi- 


; dents of Andover ana Lawrence. He 


then submitted-a plan of the proposed 
prepared by Engimeer Har- 
rington. 

Hon. Guy W. Currier who appeared 
for the petitioners, stated that the pro- 
ject is not a new one. “We have not 
a proper roadway between Lawrence 
and Lowell,” he said, “although we have 
roads on both sides of the river.

Chairman Bishop said he could not tell 
yet whether the county would help out 
or not. 

Mr. Currier stated that the town of 
Tewksbury...paid..two-thirds..and the 
county one-third of the expense in 
Tewksbury. He declared that the street 
raikway excise tax would more than 
compensate Andover for the expendl- 
ture. 

Mr. Currier submitted photographs of 
the Tewksbury road before and after 
the present road was built. 

Cc. H. Conant of Lowell described the 
various moves made in the attempt to

John Farrell favored the construction 
of the road. 

Selectman S. H. Boutwell of Andover 
said that of course there is a differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to the matter 
but he felt that the demands of the 
general public of Lowell and Lawrence 
and the intervening towns should be 
considered. He said he was sure the 
new road would really be a financial 
benefit to the town,’ and he called at- 
tention to the fact that the cost would 
be much less now than it will be later. 

Chairman Bishop asked Mr. Boutwell 
what he knew about the probability of 
the Boston & Northern building a line 
over this new route. 

Mr. Boutwell said that a _ franchise 
had been granted over the old route 
but it had been abandoned as not feas- 
ible.

Bruges Was our last stop on the conti- 
nent... At first we were disappointed. 

fhe famous beifry looked coarse com- 
pared with pictures of it. And the clat- 
ter of the market-place drowned the 
chimes. Then Nuremberg with its walls 
and castle and rushing river and marvel- 
lour shrines and the atmosphere of the 
Meistersingers clinging to the square of 
Hans Sachs, where the shoemaker poet 
still sits in stone, anddivers high gabled 
houses and frescoes, the half mediaeval, 
half renaissance art and religion of the 
old, free, imperial town, the Lutheran 
town for which a Wallenstein and a 
Gustavus Adolphus fought,.was all too 
fresh in our memories. 

But gradually Catholic Bruges won 
our hearts. A unique exhibition of old 
Flemish art was going on. Later came 
a week of musig with Bach and Pales- 
trina to the fore. We drove past the 
Hospital of St. John, whose shrine of St. 
Ursula is one of the loveliest master- 
pieces of Hans Memling and we saw his 
statue at dusk against the sky hard by 
the Black Nun’sconvent. Wesauntered 
into the Beguinage with its whitewashed 
cottages and lofty Jindens, pausing to see 
the white-capped sisters courtesy and 
quaver at their worship. We stood on 
the bridge by the Lac.d’Amour, where 
the chimes of the belfry Longtellow 
heard at the Fleur de Blé, reached us in 
mellow harmonies. , We skirted the 
Ghent,canal under densest rodfs of foli- 
age and clambered to the foot of a wind- 
mill for a view of the incomparable roofs 
and spires of the quaint city. And then 
we admired the handsome children and 
the old ladies deftly making lace at 
scores of open doors and ‘the blinking 
windows of the tiny God-houses for the 
poor and the Holy Mother ahd Child on 
the house corners and the oriel windows 
of monastery and the sunset reflected in 
the canal’ by the Spanish Quay and the 
gilt and carven front of the Palace of 
Justice and the Order of the Golden 
Fleece onthe painted walls of the an- 
cient city hall brilliant-as the shrine of 
the Sacred Blood with the jewels of 
Mary Stuart at its base. Bruges had 
conquered us and abides a golden

MET FEARFUL DEATH. 


By falling upon a flying belt at the 
Monroe Felt and Paper mills Wednesday 
morning, George Andrew Kitis, a Rus- 
sian. Pole, met with most horrible in- 
juries which resulted in almost instan- 
taneous death. He had been employed 
at the mills only since last Monday and 
when the tragedy occurred 
was at work above the large 14- 
inch belt which runs through the base- 
ment of the mills.

Andover’s famous educational institu- } 
tions are again in full sway and the pros- | 
pects tor a successful year: are brighter 
than ever. . Renewed life is apparent on 
Zion’s hill, changes having been made 
during the summer which wi}l undoubt- 
edly have much to do with enabling An- 
dover to maintain a still higher place in 
the great work of education, conducted 
here so snecessfully and. so long. ‘There 
has been advancement all along the line. 


‘Punchard started with an enlarged course 


and a bigger attend&hce than usual; the 
new year at the Andover Theological 
seminary opened on Wednesday most 


auspiciously, the proposed removal. of |. 


the institution from Andover having 
been abandoned and arrangements made 
for a wide range of instruction, largely 
due to renewed interest on the part of 
the alumni; and yesterday Abbot and 
Phillips opened their doors to, hundreds 
of young women and young men, both 
with inereased facilities, especially. Phil- | 
lips which is year by year growing to. be 
more like a college than a preparatory 
school. : 


Changes at Phillips 


The growth of Phillips Andover acad- 
emy [was never more strikingly shown 
than! this fall, the expansion on all sides 
being most apparent especially to those 
who have been familiar with the school 
in days gone by. With new officials has 
come new buildings, a new athletic field, 
and \extensive ;renovation. Vice-prin- 


the co-operation of the board of trustees, 
on which several of the younger alumni 
are now serving, have carried out the 


a#cheme which has been developing for so 


long and the Phillips academy which 
was. opened.to students yesterday isa 
much bigger institution than it ever was 


_ before. 


One of the most important changes at 
the academy is in regard to the dormi- 
tories. ~The historic: Latin commons 
have been removed, all the structures 
being. destroyed except one which has 
been moved. across the campus and 
placed in the line of English commons, 
which will be used until another 
modern brick dormitory is provided. 


‘| The-stiidents who roomed in-Latin-com- 


mons last year, and who are to return 
this year, will room in English com- 
mons, all the rooms in which will be oc- 
cupied. , 
Speaking of English commons Treas- 
turer Sawyer said: “These dormitories ' 
are an important factor in the life at 
Phillips academy.. They preserve the 
democracy of the school. Poor boys 


+could-not-come-here-if-we-did-not- pro- 


vide inexpensive rooms for them. Phil- 
lips has always aimed to place its advan- 
tages within reach of all and will con- 
tinue to provide accommodations for all 
classes—of--students,—In-a-few-years-we 
hope to have another large modern dor- 
mitory.” ; 

The dormitory system is being carried 
out as far as possible at the school this 
year. There will be instructors rooming 
in all the dormitories as usual and some 
private~-houses~ where many “students 
room will have an instructor in the 
house to act asa proctor. ‘This will not 
be done in all cases but’so far, as possible 
the plan will be carried out. 

* The general heating system which will 
soon be ready for use has been con- 
structed in a manner similar to that in 
use at the Andover Theological seminary. 

There is a main boiler house in the 
rear of English commons, from which 
pipes for the conveyance of steam to the 
different buildings have been laid. The 
buildings to be heated by the new sys- 
tem are the main academy building, the 
science building, the Archaeological 
building. and Draper and Bancroft cot- 
tuges.__It—is—probable—that-the- boilers 
for the generation of steam for heating 
the Seminary buildings and all the Phil- 
lips academy property will eventually 


“be located in the boiler house just con- 


structed. 
New Phillips Dining Hall 


The greatest departure from the old 
system at Phillips is in the dining hall 
accommodations. The commons dining 
hall, conducted for so many years by Ma- 


‘jor Marland, has been abandoned and 


the old academy gymnasium converted 
into a modern student dining hall, with 
accommodations for 300 boys. “i 

It has been a difficult task to get the 
hall ready for use at the opening of 
school, but by putting forth every effort 
the contractor and the academy manage- 
ment were able to accomplish the task. 
While there is still considerable work in 
the way of finishing. both in the building 
and outside, it has been. possible.to serve 
meals and in a few days the workmen 
will be through. 

This change is regarded as a higely im- 
portant one, as it is believed that it will 
have a material effect upon Andover stu- 
dent life. _Good ‘board is furnished for 
$4 a week, there being no attempt on 
the part of the academy management to 
make a profit, but simply to clear ex- 
penses; and arrangements have been 
made so that the greatest sociability 
among the students will be promoted. 
The tables are not large and are placed 
in groups to accommodate four, six, eight 
and ten students to a table, thus provid- 
ing a semblance of club life. , 

Students will act as waitérs and for 
the present dinner will be served at 
noon. It was at first planned to have 
dinner at six o’clock but the manage- 
ment has decided not to adopt that ar- 
rangement yet. , “ 

The first meal was served in the new 
dining hall Tuesday evening, about sev- 
enty-iive being accommodated. It re- 
quired the hardest kind of work to get 
the building in readiness but by pushing 


at all points a portion of the hall was F 


cleared for tables. Although the kitchen 
was ready there were a few minor mat- 
ters that needed attention, and it was 
found necessary to cook some of the 
food..for..the..first.meal-.at-the.Mansion 
house. Everything. was in pretty good 
rvnning order Wednesday and the situa- 
tion is much. better. today, but it will | 
still take a little while before the plant 
will be working smoothly, which is not 
at allsurprising considering the magni- 
tude‘of the undertaking. 

The work of converting the gymnasium 
into the dining hall was done: by.'the 
J. M. Bishop’ Company of Boston ‘and as 
a result of ‘the alterations made the 
building is now one. of. the finest dining | 
hallg in the country. The interior is 
finished simply, but the effect is most 
pleasing. Twelve large white columns | 
support the second floor and the tables ' 


are tastily arranged between them. The 
floor is of hard wood, polished, and the 
walls and ceilings are of a light tint. 
The hard wood finish is of quartered oak 
and the tables are dark in keeping with 

the wainscotting and the stairways. | 

There are entrances on Salem and | 
Main streets leading directly to the dih- 
ing hall. A stairway near. the Salem 
street entrance leads to the banquet hall 
above, and in the east wing, which is 31 
x 383 feet, two stories in height, are the 
kitchen, serving rooms and bakery. 

The culinary equipment was installed 
by the Duparquet, Huot & Moneuse 
Company of New York city and is thor- 
oughly up-to-date. Everything needed 
in a large modern kitchen and bakery 
has been supplied and everything possi- 
ble has been done to secure the best ser- 
vice with the least labor, The arrange- 
ments are particularly convenient. both 
in the kitchen and the serving room. 

Clusters of eleccric lights are ar- 
ranged about the hall in a manner to 
provide plenty of light. The work of 
wiring and setting up the light fixtures 


was kept up until .1 o’clock Tuesday | 
morning to/avoid any possibility of the 
cork not/being done by Tuesday night 


when the first meal was served, and as a 
result the lights wére ready two hours 
before they were needed. 

A. T. Ripley, the new manager of the 
Mansion house, is also superintendent of 
the new dining hall, the preparation of 
the méals being under his supervision. 

The dining hall will be under the 
charge of a governing board of seven, 
consisting of one. member of the board 
of trustees, three members of the faculty, 
and three of the student body. The stu- 
dents are. not compelled to take their 
meals at thé new hall, but a large num- 
ber prefer-to do so. 

- The electrical fixtures were put in un- 
der the*direction of W. H. Coleman of 
the Andover Electric Light Company 
and by exerting every effort he and his 
men had the lights ready for use when 
wanted, Pater: 

The plumbing was done by W. H. | 
Welch & Company; who also put in the 
ventilating apparatus and the gas fix- 
tures. Mr. Welch has had his men. work- 
ing-night~-and day~in “order to complete 
the work so that the kitchen could be 
used when. the school opened. 

Considerable. of the. cooking will be 
done by gas. 

A dishwashing machine has been in- 


Stalled which is said to be a remarkably 


successful invention. It is run by elec- 
tricity, the motorbeing in the building, 
and the speed with which it will wash 
dishes makes the work of tlidsé in charge 
of the kitchen much lighter than usual 
in such a_large dining hall. There are 
many other pieces of apparatus which 
reduce the work of supplying the stu- 


-dents--with-food-to* minimum. ‘Those 


who are in a position to know say that it 
is doubtful if there is a better equipped 
dining hall. in the country than the new 
one at Phillips. 

It has already proven popular with the 


‘students and there will be ‘no lack of 


patronage. ~The beneficial effect which 
the dining hall alone will have upon the 
school can hardly be estimated, -and 
when one recalls that the hew archaeo- 
logical building is soon to be opened as 
the social headquarters of the school, 
and that the new gymnasium is one of 
the finest equipped in the country, it is 
easy to realize how much _ better 
equipped Phillips: is today than it was 
ten years ago and to see a most wonder- 
ful future for the ancient institution. 


Other Changes at Phillips 


Although the Borden gymnasium at 
Phillips was opened last year, this is the 
first time that the students have had a 
chance to take up systematic exercise at 
the beginning of the school year. The 
completion of the gymnasium means 
much to all the students especially those 
who are to be candidates for the various 
athletic teams. A full description of 
the building and the equipment has al- 
ready appeared in the Townsman. 

The new athletic field is ready for use 
and it is possible that the football grid- 
iron will be marked out there this fall, 
‘although that matter has not been defi- 
nitely settled as yet. Arrangements 
have.been made so that in winter quite 
a portion of the field can be flooded for 
the purpose of making a skating rink. 

Good progress is being made on the 

new archaeological building,:-which will 
be opened to the students during the 
year. This will provide a social center 
for the students as well as a museum of 
archaeology. This. building has already 
been described in detail in the Towns- 
mans. 
The Mansion house has been re- 
modelled during the summer and is now 
one of the finest family hotels in New 
England. The hotel is run in connection 
with the institutions and will be the 
natural Andover residence of parents 
and friends of studeffts, but it is to be 
open to high class transient trade. 

A. T. Ripley, who succeeds E, P. Hitch- 
cock as proprietor, the latter having de- 
cided to retire from active business life, 
is a widely known and successful hotel 
man, who has been for years associated 
with Col. A. E. Dick, manager of the 
Tampa Bay hotel, Tampa, Fla., and pro- 
prietor of the Long Beach hotel, Long 
Island. His wife is a most capable assis- 
tant and thoroughly understands the art 
of providing comfort for guests. Mr. 
Lee, who is in charge of the kitchen, is 
one of the finest cooks in the country. 
Afeature-will be made of the food ser- 
vice at the hotel. A corps of experi- 
enced waiters have been engaged from 
Hotel Wentworth, New Castle, N. H.

The seventy-fourth year at Abbot 
academy opened Wednesday with an un- 
usually large attendance of-young wo- 
men, and the prospects are bright for a 
successful year. The accommodations at 
Draper-hall are-taxed-to-the-utmost-on 
account of the increased attendance.
